The opening of the umbrella— 
the elbowing out of the way of the 
French—1ts not the only purpose of 
the drive, however.

British armies a matter of great dit- 
ficulty. 

Speaking generally, there is no 
such thing as a defensive against 
this or any other army strongly ad- 
Vancing. The only defense is a 
counter-offensive. 

Only history can say if Gen. Foch 
was right in not oa replying to 
the German attack. reason why | ? 
he did not reply, wever, fis not 
dificult to find. 

It takes a long time to develop 
an offensive: The Germans have 
been knocking at three doors. One 
|was at Ypres, where they threatened 
fo slash the jugular vein of the 
British advance by taking the chan- 
nel bases; one was at Amiens, where 
both Paris and the inter-army rail- 
road communication was threat- 
ened. The third was at Soissons 
where the connection of the two 
flanks was in danger. It is appalling- 
ly clear that had Foch made a 
counter-assault, or even concen- 
trated, his defensives too heavily at 
Soissens, the Germans might have 
gone crushing through to the chan- 
nel via Ypres. If he concentrated 
his strength at Ypres, they might 
have rushed for the other door.

THE INEVITABLE. 


In any event, victory must go to 
the Allies in the long run. In the 
final analysis, sea power will decide 
this war That is to say, the na- 
tion or alliance of nations which 
rules the sea will rule the world, 

One of the most remarkable books 
ever written was Admiral Mahan’s 
“Influence of Sea’ Power on His- 
tory.” 
never occurred to the German Em- 
peror that his army could not bring 
him world power. It is a matter of 
record that Wilhelm II read this 
book and at once began a frantic 
scramble to build up a na which 
could rule the seas. came 
dangerously near succeeding; but he 
did not succeed. The mastery of 
the wave still belongs to England 
and America. The Germans real- 
ize full well that. no matter how 
this battle goes, or how all other 
land battles go, the Kaiser will fin- 
ally be brought to his knees, just 
as Napoleon was, because he coult 
not conquer British sea power. 
The extent of German rule must 
inevitably be measured tn the end 
by the extent of British and Ameri- 
can consent.

Two Hundred and Forty-seven to Go to 


Corvallis from California. 


ASHINGTON, June 1.—A call 
W for 24,674 draft registrants 

of grammar school educa- 
tion, to be sent to special training 
schools, wag issued today by eve-| 
vost-Marshal-General Crowder. The 
men will be taken from thirty-six 
States. 


The order directs the mobiliza- 
tion of all but 1300 of the men on 
June 15. The 1300 are to go on 
June 20, 27 and 28. Local boards 
were instructed to accept volunteers 
until June 7. Afterwards the quotas 
will be filled by draft. 


HAWAII CALLED UPON, 


President Wilson called into the 
military service of the United States 
today the first and second regi- 
ments of infantry of the National 
Guard of Hawali, and all members 
of ite medical personnel. Beginning 
today they were ordered discharged 
from the militia and subject to laws 
and regulations governing the Regu- 
lar Army. 

The two regiments probably will 
be used to relieve American regu- 
lars now on duty In the islands. 
They will not be used for service 
away from home. 

There are approximately 3200 
men in the two regiments. To this 
force drafted men from the islands 
will be added.

WARNED BY RUSSIA.

ADOO AND THE sLACKERS. 
Secretary McAdoo has sent a tele 


Sram to the beads of all the labor unions 
having railway machinists or shopmen 


THE GOVERNMENT WILL, NOT TOLER. 
ATE STRIKES of railway employees dur- 
ing the progress of the war. His action 
was occasioned by a strike of shopmen and 
machinists employed by the Southern Rail- 
way at Alexandria, Va. In his communica- 
tion Secretary McAdoo points out that 
“the American people have just been called 
upon to pay largely-increased freight and 
passenger rates for the purpose of paying, 
in part, the increased wages amounting to 
more than $300,000,000 awarded to railroad 
employees.” He comments further that 
“We cannot all get exacily what we want 
in this world, nor can we win this war un- 
leas each and every citizen is willing to sub- 
mit to the laws of the land and to the de- 
cisions of those in authority.” 

It te significant that the telegrams are 
sent to the union-labor bosses; that the 
Secretary holds them responsible for the 
unpatriotic action of union employees. The 
railroad men have just received the great- 
est aggregate increase in wages ever grant- 
ed in the history of the country. The pay 
of railway employees has always been at 
least 25 per cent. higher than the average 
in other lines requiring equal skill and en- 
durance. But it was not enough for the 
wunionites. Secretary McAdoo points out 
that he has already appointed a special 
board to receive and consider all complaints 
from railway employees concerning wages 
and working conditions, and he expresses 
great surprise that the machinists and shop- 
men possessed so little patriotism that they 
would not consent to remain at work while 
their case is under consideration. He de- 
nownces them roundly for placing their per- 
sonal grievances before the all-important 
duty to help win the war. 

Classifying himself as a railroad man by 
reason of his position as director-general, 
Secretary McAdoo says: “We railroad men 
particularly must give unswerving and loy- 
al support to ovr government, no matter 
what our individual views and disappoint- 
mentc may be, relying upon a fain hearing 
of our complaints and the justice of our 
cause and accepting patriotically the final 
decisions of those in authority who, under 
our laws, are charged with the responsl- 
bility of making them.” 

Secretary McAdoo asked each of 
union heads to send telegrams to the strik- 
ing unionites, directing them to return to 
work at once and to refrain from using the 
strike as a club with which to menace the 
Federal government. “Suppose the railroad 
employees should strike because they dis- 
like the orders of the government and 
should refuse to obey them,” he suggests. 
“What would happen then? Suppose the 
railroad employees should strike against the 


the operation of the railroads at a time 
when transportation is essential to protect 
the hundreds of thousands of Americans 
now fighting on the battlefields of Europe 
to save the lives and property and liberty 
of the railway employees serving here at 
home, what would happen to our country?” 
Mr. McAdoo answers his own question by 
saying, “The Kaiser would probably get it.” 

In reading the riot act to the union-labor 
bosses concerning strikes by railway em- 
ployees Secretary McAdoo has set a valua- 
ble precedent for similar action as to a 
number of other unions. The union-labor 
employees have asked and a government 
board has allowed a Saturday half-holiday 
in the shipyards. This is equivalent to an

Contrast their at- 
titude with that of the men in the 
French ammunition factories who 
worked eighteen hours a day while 
Verdun was besieged and who 
HAVE ADOPTED THIS “LONG 
DAY". AGAIN TO MEET THE 
PRESENT GERMAN OFFENSIVE. 
They are not striking for eight 
hours and weekly half-holidays; 
each man is doing his best regard- 
less of “union reales” to help save 
France. Doesn't it make an Amer- 
tean blush? 

There are a million Americans in 
France who are not going out on a 
strike because the government pays 
them but 830 a month. They are 
aot clamoring to stack their guns 
when they have been eight hours on 
the front. 
a day of rest and an additional half- 
holiday each week. “Theirs is but 
to do and die,” while skulking union- 
laborites are throwing down thelr 
tools because they are receiving but 
$150 a month while demanding $175. 
Secretary McAdoo has made an ex- 


cellent start. The Times trusts that 


the government will push a similar 
policy towards employees in every 
industry engaged in helping win the

prived of food and ammunition and 
reinforcements by the greed of 
eight-houre-day union slackers in 
this country—by their refusal to 
speed up against the Huns—will be 
heard from on this question.

With both feet amputated, 
Marechal Cordier, one of the famous 
French family of sculptors, is still 
in the flying game. His mother is 
proud that he had training as a 
flier before he lost his feet and that 
he can remain fn the active service.

Cordier was in the cavalry at the 
outbreak of hostilities.

He is raising a young 
doe and expects to build up into an 
extensive business. 

Phillip Orth of No. 3811 Adam 
street, Venice, and Von Huddleston 
of No. 242 Edgéware place, have 
both excellent exAmples of paying 
poultry projects wnder Mr. Heney's 
supervision. Young Orth is earning 
a 40 per cent. gain over the daily 
cost of feed with his Piymouth Rock 
chickens. Von Huddleston is rais- 
ing wheat to feed his chickens which 
he has raised from settings of pure 
bred stock. He will invest his sea- 
son's profits In War Savings Stamps. 
But his prize : ion*is a mon- 
key, which was given him in a dy- 
ing condition by a motion-picture 
company and which he has nursed 
back -to Hfe and health. The lad 
intends to sell his pet in order to in- 
vest the money in more chickens. 

“Not only have these student en- 
rolled in the anima! project work 
acquired some practical knowledge 
and increased their earnings, but 
they have caught the spirit of food- 
production and its conservation,” 
says Mr. Henry.

Federal officialg are in a quandary 
ever the disposition of the case of 
Thomas Pellier, 18-year-old Russian 
lad arrested at Randsburg recently 
on the supposition that he is an alien 
enemy. The question of his deporta- 


tien as an undesirable alien and in- | 


Yormation furnished by the police to 
the effect that cnis name has been 
limked with suspected German spies, 
and also with a jewel robbery at 
Manta Barbara, are matters now be- 
fore the immigration authorities at 
fan Francisco. 

Pellier is a miner by trade and 
Wee taken into custody two weeks 
azo by agents of the Department of 
Justice and todged in the County 
Jail. The boy somewhat compll- 
eated the alien-enemy charge against 
him by stoutly maintaining his Rus- 
sian birth. so Special Agent Keep of 
the Department of Justice could do 
nething but turn him over to the 
_$mmigration authorities. 

AT SANTA BARBARA. 

An investigation was begun into 
Pellier’s alleged activities while em- 

loved as a “bell hop” in the Potter 
at Santa Barbara, during 
which time an assortment of jewelry 
valued at $10,000 was stolen from 
the hotel, and also his reputed con-

Rarbara and was said to have used 
the boy in furthering German prop- 
aganda there.

ISLAND OF TEN PLAYS 
PART IN WINNING WAR. 


San Clemente, Los Angeles County’s Sea 
Borderland, Sends Sheep and Wool. 


O8 ANGELES county's most re- 

mote and least known confine 
; is likely to elect itself to a 
first honor in providing the necessi- 
ties of war. This situation devel- 
oped yesterday with the arrival of 
a boatload of sheep and wool from 
San Clemente Island, about thirty- 
five miles southwest of Catalina, and 
rarely visited by any persons except 
a few discerning and enthusiastic 
disciples of Izaak Walton. 

The initial contribution was not 
large, but before the shearing ts 
completed of the thousands of sheep 
on the island there will be wool 
enough sent over to make uniforms 
for almost every man in Camp Kear- 


Although under the jurisdiction of 
Los Angeles county, San Clemente 
is owned by the government. Its 


ehief industry ic in operation 
through a lease until 1934, held by 
the San Clemente Sheep Company, 
of which E. G. Blair of Long Beach 
is president and general manager: 
Lewis Penwell, vice-president, and A. 
J. Huneke. secretary-treasurer. Mr. 
Penwell recently was appointed chief 
of the wool division of the Industry 
Board of the United States, and it 
will be under his direction that the 
entire wool crop of the nation will 
be distributed, the government re- 
cently having commandeered the 
whole eutput. 


ALL HELP THE WAR. 


Products of San Clemente are 
limited to mutton, wool, grain, hay. 
beans and fish, all of which may be 

as war necessities, so that 
the island may claim a score of 
100 in doing its bit at winning the: 
war 

There are between 16,000 and 20.- 
600 sheep on the island, which is 
twenty-two miice long and has an 
average width of three miles. Ex- 
cept for the agricultural land that 
fie fenced off. the’ sheep run wild 


beings unti] the annual shearing 
time, which is in May-and June. 
Each sheep produtes annually a lit- 
tle more than enough woo! for a 
Sincie uniform and in addition large 
Guantities of mutton are shipped. 
The animals feed on the natural soil 
products, but must be supplied with 
drink, as there is no fresh water on 
the island. This is provided through 
a system of cement reservoirs 
which store the rainfall. 

The agricultural development of 
the island is not done by the sheep 
company, but under an operating 
agreement with Earl A. Holcomb 
and associates, who already have 


vation and are planning to cultivate 
the entire 6000 acres that are till- 
able. Thig year for the first time 
beans are being planted, experts 
having declared that the climate of 
the island is ideal for growing 
the soldier’s favorite ration. 
NATURE IS KINDLY. 

Nature evidently intended to en- 
courage agriculture on the island, as 
provided distinct 
Chief of these is 
predatory animals, including squir- 
rels, gophers and rats. Neither has 
any plant disease been found. The 
lack of Wild cats, coyotes and sim- 
flar specimens of their tribe allows 
the sheep men_to sleep easily, while 
the farmers may rejoice over the 
absence of soll pests. 

No fishing Industry is maintained 
on the island. although the sur- 
rounding waters teem with all sorts 
of edible varieties. To camp on the 
island it ie necessary to obtain per- 
mits from the sheep company. Good 
hunting is provided by wild goats, 
the remnants of herds of these 1-

He was 
a millionaire at the age of thirty- 
two becatise he knew when to brr 
and, approximately. when to sell 
the shares he :

PROF. JACKSON WRITES

WASHINGTON, May 6. — The 
White House in war time is not the 
place of generous accessibility that it

Informal receptions are no longer 


held for the benefit of the troops 
of school children who used to visit 
the capital every spr and always 
stopped in to shake ds with Mr.

Necessary precautions and heavy 
demands upon the President's time 
have destroyed this atmosphere of 
democratic hospitality which was so 
long associated with the Executive 
mansion. Entrances now are barred 
and the grounds are guarded by 
soldiers and policemen. But there 
is one gate, on the western side of 
the grounds near the executive of- 
fices, where anyone who can give a 

reason for his d 6 may en- 
ter. He will be passed Dy the guard 
and promptly received, by the offi- 
clals who have charge of the Presi- 
dent's appointment list. 

The statement is made by those 
are familiar with the Presi- 
s daily routine that any citizen 
of the United States who has legit- 
imate business with the Chief Exec- 
utive can obtain an interview with 
him and with less 
waste of time than ts Involved in 
approaching some of his Cabinet of- 
ficers. The President spends 
or five hours each day in seeing call- 
ers and this time is divided among 
all applicants as fairly as may be. 
Naturally, these hours are very much 
in demand; each must await his 
turn; and a certain amount of delay 
in reaching the President is inev- 
itable. But when the appointment 
has been made it is nearly always 
kept by the President with perfect 
punctuality. If the caller is not 
equally punctual he simply loses his 
turn. Each visitor is asked how 
much of the President's time he re- 
quires and is expected to finish his 
interview in that time. When the 
end of it has been reached the fact is 
indicated by Mr. Patrick McKenna, 
doorkeeper of the executive offices, 
who opens the door, whereupon the 
President rises, unless he wishes to 
prolong the interview.

SOMEWHAT DIFFERENT.

MONG many other cosmopoli- 

tanisms, Los Angeles now har- 

bors a real Mexican theater. 
Located in the heart of Sonoratown, 
it is housed in the Teatro Hidalgo, 
which, transiated into plain, unas- 
suming English, means simply the 
Exalted Theater. The company is 
composed of representative Mexican 
Thespians, the majority cf whom are 
so much so that, like the gaiety girls, 
they are quite unable to understand 


this damned furrin tongue. The 
only thing un-Mexican about them 
is their perfect Castillian accent, and 
the sound of the soft c's and z's is 
a source of considerable wonderment 
and comment to their spellbound 
fellow-countrymen, most of whom 
are here, like themselves, to escape 
Villa and his kindred saints. 

With the 3x5 stage of the exalted 
playhouse at Ne. 871 North Main 
street, the Mexican company finds 
itself somewhet restricted in the 
presentation of dramatic spectacies. 
Indeed, even the bedroom in the first 
act of “The Power of Impotence” 
was noticeably uncomfortable with 
the nine characters of the play on 
the stage, and presenting a mob 


lines of the chariot race in “Ben 
Hur,” in which one horse runs him- 
self dizzy on the treadmill. The 
house itself is One of the stand-bys 
of lower Los Angeles, and has seen 
every variety of service, from bur- 
lesque and motion pictures to an ani- 
mal show and high-class fcreign 
theatricals. 

The tickets are dispensed 
drawing lots from a board on which 
is drawn the seat plan of the theater. 
You step up to the box office, hand 
over your price of admission, and 
are given your choice of the bcard. 
According to the manager, the 
bexes séem to be the popular family 
rendezvous, and the “gallery,” lo- 
cated in the rear of the house, is 
unusually far removed from the 
scene of activity. 

Mexican theatricals are a thing 
somewhat apart from cur own. Take 
the play, for instance. Every recog- 
nised contemporary Spanish play- 
wright of comedies ts a veritable 
Avery Hopwood. In most cases they 
can go even the divine Avery one 
better for the social unmentionable. 
A spade is a spade with them, and 
the Quintero brothers, probably 
Spain's most noted present - day 
farceurs, have plainiy stated thet 
the risque te_the spice of life, and 
that life without spice isn't worth 
the effort. Accordingly, their farce- 
lets, or as the brothers themselves 
term them, sainetes, are continually 
on the wing, and even the staid old 


scene would be somewhat along the.

grannies in the audiences, church- 
goers as they are. go off in gales of 
laughter at the dramatic nutmegs.

The American etage years ago 
omitted the footlight prompter from 
ite list of stage properties. Not so 
with our Mexicans. The “senor 
apuntador” is planted immediately 
under the proboscis of the actors, 
fully two and a half feet from the 
scene of action. And between his 
instructions and the voices of the 
actors, who, off stage and awaiting 
their cues, are whiling away the 
time by a discussion in no subdued 
tones of current events, the real im- 
port of the play gets no farther than 
the third row from the front. It 


dust is swept in the wings, although 
it seems in no way to disconcert the 
players. 

The Mexican audience is in a class 
by itself. It comes early and con- 
sists of the entire family. The im- 
presario knows*that it is useless to 
prohibit children, for without his 
children the ordinary Spaniard 
seems reluctant to appear in public.

The repertoire is really extensive, 
and will undoubtedly prove a treat 
to lovers of Spanish drama, certain 
phases of which are interesting by 
comparison with our American 
ideals. The contemporary tendency 
in Hispanic playwriting has been to- 
ward political’ radicalism and social 
reform. Certain of the dramatists, 
Echegaray and Santiago Rusinol, 
who, by the way, is not a Spaniard, 
but a Basque, are in favor of per- 
scnel and political freedom and the 
downfall of social hypocrisy, while 
Gregorio Martinez Sierra, the Span- 
ish Maetertinck, is a romanticist and 
writes of the babbling brooks and 
streaming streams.

“Discipline, like charity, begins at 
home, and you must see that you 
yourself possess what you try to in- 
culcate.

Domenik V erdict. 


The legal status of a hole in the 
wall between an ex-saloon and a 
room where strong liquor is stored 
i the crux of the peculiar Domentk 
ease. An instructed verdict for the 
Hefendant returned in Justice Rich- 
ardson's court Friday is questioned 
by the police, the prosecuting at- 
torney and the anti-Saloon men on 
the ground that the*aperture virtu- 
ally makes the premises one, so far 
as the liquor and its availability for 
the thirsty is concerned, and that 
it opens the way for wholesale viola- 
tiens of the Gandier law under the 
protection of a flimay technicality.

People over 
there, interested in automobile de- 
velopment, being in close proximity 
to actual military operations, have 
had splendid opportunity to observe 
the present types of cars under the 
severest conditions. From their ob- 
Gervations it is quite clear that fu- 
ture developments must be along 
the lines of lighter weight, greater 
flexibility and more economical op- 
eration. The fact that direct air 
cooling is particularly adapted to 
these requirements undoubtedly ac- 
counts for its growing popularity 
among European automobile engi- 
neers. 

OTHER FEATURES. 

There are many features about the 
system of direct air cooling that have

L~CENTRO.—<America, awaking every 

morning for another day's heave at 

the Hun, calls for Imperial Valley can- 
taloupes, Shipments of the tremendous crop 
are now moving forward. Imperial's canta 
loupes are earlier than those of any other 
section in America. 

Uncle Sam, anxious that all his nephews 
and nieces be not denied their breakfast 
delicacy, has ordered transportation facili. 
ties to be strained to provide the Imperial 
Valley growers with 5500 refrigerator cara 
It is believed by experts 
that the melons are in better condition than 
they have been for years. 

Growers have been giving the fruit heavy 
irrigations, to bring to final. maturity the 
heavily-laden vines. Pickers began moving 
through the patches weeks ago, selecting 
the very early melons for express ship- 
ments. Now carloads are being shipped. 
The height of the season will be about Jun- 
25, when two or three trainioads per day 
will be sent out. About 80 per cetit. of the 
crop is sent eastward. 

I, T. Sparks, commercial agent of the 
Southern Pacific, has finished a census of 
the cantaloupe fields.

RECLAIMING IDLE 
ACRES ON FARMS.

form. That is what is meant by clogging or 
mineralizing the plant by excesses of lime 
and other salts. 

When this occurs it is genc ally neces- 
sary to severely prune the plant, thourh re- 
lief ig sometimes fected by i. :rodrcing in- 
to @ tree compounds which act as poisons 
and arouse the enervated or dérmant or- 
gans to renewed activity. This is work for 
the tree specialist, and as yet very little 
authentic information has been obtained in 
it, but there is « :flicient evidence from the 
practical experiments of growers and scien- 
tists to warrant .ntertaining it as a practi_al 
field for research. If capillcrity and en- 
dosmose can carry one sub-tance in a plant 
and deposit it at the point of digestion and 
assimilations, wh.re it is arrested and re 
mains unutilized by the plant, why cannot a 
similar process bring anether to act as an 
excitant and redissolve and set in motion 
the first, as chemical actions both excite 
vce att ulate, as well as retard life proc- 


Complete Fertilizers. 


The theory upon which complete fertil- 
izers ig founded is that the digestion and 
assimilation of each ingredient depends 
upon the immediate presence of other in- 
gredients, and that the placing of them in 
the soil in a soluble or available condition, 
intimately mixed, more perfectly meets the 
requirements of the plants which absorb 
them conjointly than if they were placed 
separately as samples in the ground, there 
to be diffused, mixed, soil digested and 
compounded with the soil. This presup- 
poses that the ingredients of the complete 
fertilizer are of equal solubility so as to be 
simvaltaneously available to the rootlets 
When complete fertilizers do not present 
this condition, the only excuse that can be 
fairly urged for their use is convenience 
of handling, an even mixture at one time 
as against separate applications. 


Requirements of Fertilizers. 


In viewing protoplasm as the starting 
point in growth, as it is the only physical 
evidence we have of it, it would appear that 
nitrogen, phosphorous and sulphur are the 
necessary elements to combine in a fertil- 
izer to promote digestion and assimilation, 
and that on these, together with oxygen 
and hydrogen as water, and carbon from 
the atmosphere, depend the process of as- 
similation of lime, magnesia, iron, soda, 


A fertilizer, then, to carry out the idea, 
if complete, must be based on the intimate 
mixture or combination of nitrogen, phos- 
phorous and sulphg@, while the water and 
atmosphere supply the hydrogen, oxygen 
and carbon. The character of the plant and 
its produce being derived or modified by the 
assimilation of mineral elements, the bal- 
ance of the fertilizer should be derived from 
such mineral element as the plants to be 
fertilized particularly require. 

For instanc®, if nuts particularly require 
lime and magnesia, fertilizer for them 
should meet this requirement; as potatoes 
give important values by the use of potash 
to sustain their profuse circulation, they 
should be so fed: as asparagus uses iron to 
advantage and thus becomes a medium to 
carry it to the human system, its artificial 
fertilization should comprise iron; grains 
use much silica and lime, while grapes re- 
quire magnesia, potash and iron, and so on 
throughout the whole range of plants the 
fertilization should first meet the require- 
ments of protoplasm, and then the pe 
culiar requirements of the plant in produc- 
ing quality of produce for the use of man 
and his domestic 


Soll Strength, . 


It has usually been taken for granted that 
the soll presents to the plant in profusion 
all the elements except nitrogen, phosphor- 
us and potassium, so that they have been 
looked upon as comprising the whole com- 
plement of the requiréments of complete 
fertilizer, but chemical fertilization falls 
short of a science if thus limited. If the 
quantity of all the soll elements including 
the nitrogen, phosphorus and potassium 
in ordinary farm soils be gauged against 
the total requirements of the crops,. we 
find them far beyond the possible needs; 
nevertheless crops fail because of the lim- 
ited availability of the soil contents of 
these elements. Why not, then, appiy the

Intensive Farming. 


That farming cannot be called intensive, 
nor that fe-tilzing, scientific or rational, 
which allows of the application of fertilizers 
on the hit or .siss plan, or falls to take into 
consideration the requirements of each crop 
in the characteristic elements which govern 
the quality of its prodact, How often it is 
pointed out that one farmer produces excel- 
lent quantity end quality of crops by the 
single use of stable manure, while another 
using similar methods of culture, with the 
same materials for fertilization, makes un- 
marketable or decaying produce. A know!l- 
edge of the mineral requirements of the 
crops and of the soils in question can reveal 
the cause of this dissimilar result. There 
must, however, be a period when some avail- 
able mineral or minerals essential to the 
characterization of the crop in question be- 
comes exhausted of its availability, and with 
that period the quality of the crop will de 
cline, or at least change, and then special 
fertilization or change of crop becomes 
requisite. It will be observed from this that 
the balance or carrying portion of the fertil- 
izer, “which amounts to approximately 7° 
to 80 per cent. of the whole, there not being 
more than 20 to 30 per cent. of alleged plant 
food tm a ton,” is not so indifferent to the 


NURSERYMAN ON INSPECTIONS. 

The Times Farm and Tractor Section is in 
receipt of a letter from George C. Roeding. 
president of the Fancher Creek nurseries of 
Fresno, commenting upon the article which 
appeared in the issue of April 14 concern- 
ing the objections of many nurserymen to 
what they term “too much regulation.” 
“I read your article with considerable in- 
terest.” Mr. Roeding writts. “It is gui 
true that nurserymen have much to conte 
with In their shipments of nursery stock, 
and it is also a fact that, in many instances, 
the police powers exercised by the Horti- 
cultural Commissionérs are more stringent 
than they should be.” 

He expresses the opinion that the Federal 
government could not well take any action 
on State shipments within the State, but 


nurserymen wo be eliminated if plans 
could be evolved whereby the county com- 
missioners would be placed directly under 
the control of the State commissioner. 

“If the counties will continue to pay the 
bills of the Horticultural Commiveloners, 
and at the same time draw up and put into 
effect a law which will put them under con- 
trol of the State officer, many of the diffi- 
culties which are now being experienced in 
the shipping of nursery stock will be 
eliminated " Mr. Roeding declares. 

He believes that a better understanding 
has already been reached between commis- 
sioners and nurserymen, Que to the plan in- 
augurated recently to bring the Inspectors 
and nurserymen in closer contact with each 
other so that a clearer understanding will 
be reached of the difficulties under which 
nurserymen are operating. 

“Gradually,” he predicts, “many of the 
complaints which nurserymen are now mak- 
ing on account of the featment they re- 
ceive will be done away with.”

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FIRST FUNCTIUN OF TRACTOR 
STILL AN IMPORANT FEATURE. 


HE first successfui traction engine ever 
built, a weird-looking, awkward con- 
traption, propelled at a snail's pace by 

team, made its appearance upon a country 
road in Middlesex, Eng., in 1621. It was not, 
ut first, regarded as a practical invention, 
and the simple countryfolk, who lined the 
roadside and laughed derisively, little sus- 
pected that their fields would some day be 
ripped up by just such snorting mopsters. 

Old encyclopedias contain cuts of the early 
tractors pulling strings of freight wagons 
in New Zealand and Australia, and they were 
used for transporting army supplies in, the 
South African War. Some of the reports 
refer to them as “British road-engines.” 
These war transport trains were equipped 
with armor, the engines being entirely in- 
cased in quarter-inch steel plate. 


In the period from 1833 to 1840, American 
inventors greatly improved upon the original 
models, and the modern steam tractors are 


weighing over five tons, were sent to South 
America, where they were used for hauling 
trains of wagons. These tractors were rated 
at twenty horse power, although it is thought 
that this estimate was based on a popular 
conception of their size and might, rather 
than upon accurate engineering calculations. 

Equipped with a fiy-wheel, the American 
steam tractor became the logical power- 
plant for the threshing machines, and until 
the advent of successful internal combustion 
engines, held a monopoly in this connection, 
In fact, steam tractors are still widely used 
and are manufactured on a big scale, but be- 
cause of their tendency to start fires from 
fying sparks and because of the incon- 
venience of supplying them, under all condi- 
tions, with the necessary fuel and water, 
they are rapidly being supplanted by the gas 
engines. 


VALUE FOR HAULING. 

The present interest in the tractor for 
plowing and belt work has pushed into the 
background the original function of hauling. 
bat its importance for pulling heavy loads on 
the roads is fully recognized in many locali- 
ties. The creeper type machines and the 
round-wheel type as well, have been pressed 
into service in Calffornla for freighting long 
strings of wagons loaded with everything 
‘rom lumber to produce, and for comparative. 
ly short hauls, pulling a maximam load, 
have proved very satisfactory and econom- 
ical. Their great power enables them to 
handle dead weight easily and to displace 
& great many horses, while they travel at a 
speed whicn, although not competing with 
motor-truck or railway hauling, compares fa- 
vorably with the speed of work animals. In 


fact, some of the largest tracklayer machines 
have been successfully used to pull trains 
which could not have been handled at all by 
horses in the regions traversed. 

The use of these giants of power for haul- 
ing supplies in the building of the govern- 
ment railway im Alaska was one of the most 
striking exigineering feats of modern times. 
In the dead of winter, with the cabs in- 
closed to protect the drivers trom the bitter 
cold, the big machines dragged trains of 
sleighs over the snow to the camps, and 
the important work was not delayed a 
minute for lack of with the 


supply bases. 
The damage done to highways by heavy 


tractor for the first time,” he says, “will 
make the same mistake that I did. iI 
thought only of the power of the tractor, 
and loaded on my wagons all that the trac 
tor could pull, with the result that I soon 
had some badly crippled wagons.

COSTS CUT DOWN. 

Many instances have been reported by 
farmers of savings in hauling costs through 
the use of their tractors. The same hitch 
that is used for trail wagons in freighting 
with horses, they say, is satisfactory when 
drawing the load with a tractor. A stub, or 
trail tongue, is usually provided, as well as 
an auxiliary hitch or “spreader,” made of 
iron rods or chains, and connected directly 
to the front bolster of each trail wagon. One 
farmer who has had considerable experience 
in hauling grain with his tractor, points out 
the danger of overloading the wagons. 

“Most men doing, road hauling with a 
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Although the coming of the steam rail- 
roads, and later, the automobile and motor 
truck (with trailers,) upset the calculations 
of the early inventors, who had visions of 
their machines moving the freight of the 
world over the open roads, the tractor is far 
from being a “back number” for this class 
of work. No doubt, where conditions are 
favorable, tractors will always be used to 
some extent for hauling, and will be con 
verted at times by farmerowners into “road 
engines.”

ATTACKING LABOR PROBLEM. 
Although the use of machinery will do 
much to relieve the labor sitw&tion, it will 
be necessary, farmers everywhere agree, 
to take extraordinary steps in order to sup 
ply the necessary man-power for harvesting 
grain crop this season. Although 
women are not regarded, so far, at least, 
as much of a factor in harvest work, no 
doubt they will serve as drivers or even as 
field hands on hundreds of farms this sum- 


mer, while the high school boys will make. 


their numbers felt. The city boys will, no 
doubt, make up in enthusiasm what they 
lack in agricultural knowledge and help 
fmmensely in the solving of the problem. 
The Government and State Labor Bureaus, 
co-operating with Various local organiza- 
tions all over the country, are planning to 
distribute labor of all kinds to the best 
possible advantage. By making preliminary 
surveys of the farmers’ needs and the sup- 
ply, these organizations hope to attain a 
much higher efficiency in the use of avail- 
able labor than has ever been reached 
before. 

America, even though accustomed to do- 
ing big thipes in a big way, is facing a se. 
rious problem—that of harvesting, with a 
shortage of labor, what will probably be the 
second largest wheat crop and the largest 
general grain croy in the history of the 
country. With modern machinery, invented 
by Yankee genius and “made in America”

IMPROVEMENTS ADDED. 


While farm wagons have not 
Sreatly in design for many years, new im- 
provements are constantly being added, 
with the result that the modern vehicle is 
lighter, yet stronger, and runs more easily, 
than those of twenty years ago. One make 
of wagon now is equipped with high-grade 
rolier-bearings. Bolster springs are another 
emall, but interesting, improvement, which 
make the wagon easier ridimg and not so 
hard on perishable crops when it is neces- 
sary to haul them over rough roads. It is 
claimed by the users of bolster springs that 
they make it possible to employ an ordinary 
wagon for hauling citrus fruits. 

“I had rather.bank on the farmer who has 
one too many wagons, and does not have to 
borrow from his neighbors, than on the man 
who hasn't enough,” said a certain official of 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, when the owner of the above-described 
outfits was criticised in his presence. 

“My advice is this: Do without something 
else if necessary, but buy good wagons and 
then take good care of them. The same 
rules apply to the man with ten acres and 
1000. If one wagon is enough, well and 
good. If twenty are needed, to farm without 
them is usually false economy.” 


BEAN CULTIVATORS— 


“Oultivating is coing nicely,” said ‘*a cer- 
tain San Fernando farmer early this sea 
som, when a friend approached the planter 
on which he Was riding. “What do you 
mean,” said the visitor. “Don't you suppose 
I Know a bean-planter from a cultivator? 
Then the farmer explained:

USE AND MISUSE. 


Bean cultivators, like beans, are essen- 
tially a California institution. The pres- 
ent types of two and four-row cultivators 
oo developed with the bean industry of 

State, and are particularly suited to 
local conditions. 

Although the average bean grower fully 
realizes the necessity of thorough cultiva- 
tion, it is true, according to local imple- 
ment dealers, that many of them are los- 
ing money through using old or makeshift 
cultivators. So much depends upon correct 
stirring of the soil and complete eradica- 
tion of weeds, they say, that nothing but 
the best cultivating machinery correctly 
adjusted and properly used, will assure 
maximum production. 

The University of California recommends 
that the first cultivation be made with a 
shovel-type machine, stating that deep and 
close cultivation just after the plants ap 
pear above the ground encourages deep 
rooting. and leaves the heavy types of soils 
in good tilth. 

However, as local bean growers point 
out, conditions vary greatly within a radius 
of even a few miles, and on non-irrigated 
bean ranches near Los Angeles, the “V” 
knives are used almost universally for all 
cultivation. Where the soil is well mulched 
before planting and not inclined to pack, 
the chisels, local experts declare, are more 
satisfactory in every way, as they catch 
the weeds when they are first starting. 

In irrigated bean fields cultivation usual- 
ly follows irrigation, and the shovels are 
frequently employed to stir up the soil, 
packed by the action of the water. 

The bean is declared to be one of the 
most sensitive of commercial field -plants— 
sensitive to water in hot weather, to me- 
chanical damage (such as bruising, bending 
and breaking.) and to a hard crust upon 
the surface of the soil. It, therefore, re- 
quires care in frrigation and cultivation. In 
dry farming, the important consideration is, 
of course, conservation of moisture, and 
the destruction of weeds and the stirring of 
the surface of the soil, as all dry-farming ex- 
perts agree, are almost equally important in 
holding the water in the ground. 

Successful growers say that they have 
secured the best results by making a study 
of their own conditions, and by selecting 
and adjusting their implements to suit 
these conditions. . 

Many buyers of modern, adjustable cul- 
tivators secure a set of shovels as wel] as 
“V" knives, so as to make the one machine 
interchangeable. The pivot-axle machines 
may be adjusted to different width rows. 

It is the practice on some of the larger 
bean farms to use the fastest available 
horses for cultivating, working one team at 
a rapid pace for half a day and another 
team in the afternoon. An experienced 
operator can cuitivate with a fast team, 
provided his machine is properly adjusted, 
with almost no damage to the plants, and 
leave very little work for the hoe-men. Best 
results are usually obtained, experts de- 
Clare, by working the fields until the vines 
reach a length which makes it impossible 
to go between the rows.

The average Ameriean farmer, it is gen- 
erally recognized, feeds his stock too well. 
Not.only has much feed been wasted, due to 
carelessness or inadequate facilities, but 
there is reason for believing that on many 
farms the horses have been too fat, the 
breeding animals overfed, and unnecessary 
emounts of concentrates used when less 
ger but valuable roughage was going 

waste. 


The comparatively recent recognition by 
scientists of the evils of the modern human 
system of diet, involving extensive use of 

igested” and concentrated food, and 

eir recommendation that bran, greens and 
other bulky or “roughage” feeds be used, 
has been paralleled by suggested changes in 
horse feeding. It has been pointed out by 
veterinarians and nutrition experts that the 
horse relishes timothy hay, in spite of the 
fact that timbdthy has less than half the 
food value of alfalfa. It was further demon- 
strated that a horse remains in a better con- 
dition when given part timothy hay or straw 
than when fed straight alfalfa and grain. In 
fact, the tendency to feed all farm animals

how generally recognized that the rations of 
animals cannot be made too artificial, unless 
their immediate goal is the meat block.

SAVING FEBRD BILLS. 


The exigencies of war have dereloped a 
nation-wide interest in cheap and substitute 
stock feeds. Not only are the various agri- 
cultural experiment stations making a study 
of the subject, but the farmers themselves 
driven by necessity are discovering ways 
and means to reduce their feed bills. To 
the end that their animals may be more 
economically maintained, the more far- 
sighted farmers have even increased their 
investment by the installation of better feed- 
ing equipment, grinders, hay choppers and 
storage facilities, while at the same time 
they have investigated the feed question 
carefully, provided for the most efficient 
system of cropping their land and arranged 
for the purchase of such feed as they will 
require from outside sources. 


One Los Angeles county dairyman, who 
found that he was just breaking even and in 
danger of going behind if food prices in- 
creased, having previously improved all de- 
partments of his business and cut down over- 
head expense in a number of @fferent ways, 
decided that the only remaining solution of 
his problem was to reduce his feed bills. 
Although this seemed at first impossible, he 
did succeed in getting the balance back to 
the right side of his ledger by making 
changes in feeds and feeding methods. 

His reforms, in brief, included the erec- 
tion of a better feeding shed, the instalia- 
tion of self-feeders, the purchase of a hay 
chopper, the addition of straw to the rough- 
age (together with a reduction tn the amount 
of alfalfa) and the use of dried beet pulp, 
salvage grains, cocoanut oll, molasses and 
other cheaper concentrates. A mixture of 
beet pulp, cocoanut meal, chopped hay and 
chopped straw soaked overnight in molasses 
water consisting of one part of “black- 
strap” molasses and ten parts of water was 
found to make a palatable ration. 

The self-feeders were found to conserve 
labor and hay, and the chopper, it was dem- 
onstrated, not only SS waste, but per- 
mitted the addition of large amount of 
straw to the roughage. 


REFORMS NECESSARY. 


Haphazard methods have been possible un- 
der average American farm conditions, but 
now it has been pointed out the little things 
may assume tremendous importance. Small 
leaks, a little waste here and there, pre- 
ventable injuries to animals, lack of the 
most efficient management in every depart- 
ment may result in swingittg the balance 


| against the dairyman. . 


The use of all kinds of la ving de- 
vices in the feeding of animals is an indirect 
way of reducing the feed bills. Not only 
will more self-feeders be installed by dairy- 
men, but there will undoubtedly be a great

In addition to urging the adoption of all 
measures designed to reduce expenses and 
speed up production, the State university 
has been active in investigating substitute 
feeds. A bulletin entitled “Feeding Stuffs 
of Minor Importance” (Circular No. 167) has 
been published at Berkeley. In this treatise 
Prof. F. W. Woll describes some of the sub- 
stitute feeds available for California farmers.

No Quarter for Pests. 

Lice are not usually very alundant on 
healthy fowle which are kept under sani- 
tary conditions and provided with dust 
baths. They multiply rapidly upon birds 
of low vitality. and sluggish temperament, 
and are quickly distributed through flocks 
upon premises where attention to cleanli- 
ness is indifferent. 

For novices in poultry keeping, and with 
small flocks generally, it is advisable to 
make sure that the flock is free from lice 
by giving the birds individual treatment 
which will secure that result. The most 


pose is powdered sulphur. The method of 
applying this is to hold the bird by the 
feet—head down—and dust the sulphur 
freely into the feathers, using either a 
small insect powder gun, or a can with a 
perforated cover. Pyrethrum may be used 
in the same way. Neither of these reme- 
dies will thoroughly and permanently rid 
poultry of lice. When they are used treat- 
ment must be repeated at more or less fre- 
quent intervals, as May appear necessary. 
By using commercial sodium fiuorid in the 
form of powder, or as a dip, all species of 
poultry lice may be destroyed at one appii- 
eation.

Marketing officials see no reason why the 
present high prices (the better grade Valen- 
Clas mow bring from $6.50 to $7.50 a box) 
should not prevail throughout the summer, 
although, they point out, it is never safe to 
make any definite predictions. On account 
of the extremely high average prices of or- 
anges, they say, it is possible that the influx 


of fresh fruits during the summer will have 


some effect upon the orange market, al- 
though they regard this possibility as the 
only one likely to affect citrus prices. The 
Fiorida Valencias are y off the mar- 
ket, they declare, leaving way clear for 
the California fruit. 

BLESSING IN DISGUISE? 

“We may really have been better off, con- 
sidering the situation in a broad light, ia 
having a light crop.” remarked one grower 
recently. “Had the crop been very heavy, 
the labor situation and the railroad conges- 
tion would undoubtedly. have been serious 
factors in marketing our oranges, and these 
two conditions had little effect upon our 
business as it was.” 

The theory has also been advanced that 
the growers have experienced still another 
benefit from the short crop; namely, that 
the trees have had a “rest,” and will pro 
duce very heavily this coming year. From 
these ideas, it is possible to draw the con- 
clusion that the “hot-spell” of last summer, 
which caused the short crop, may have 
after all, a blessing in disguise. | 

FEAR HOT WEATHER AGAIN.

From present indications, the shipment of 
California oranges from May 15 to Novem- 
ber 15 will be only about one-third the quan- 
tity shipped last year. The latest estimate, 
made on May 13 from figures furnished by 
exchange shippers, indicates a feduction of 
approximately 21 per cent. from the estimate 
of April 1. 

The estimates place the total 1918 Valen- 
cia, or summer orange, crop to be shipped 
through the exchange at 7048 cars. Due, 
however, to the short Grop of navel oranges 
last winter, the movement of Valencias 
started earlier in the spring so that the dis 
tribution will be over a longer period. The 
weekly mevement is therefore still further 
reduced. 


LEMONS ALSO LIGHTER. 

An estimate taken at the same time on 
lemons to be shipped through the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers’ Exchange indicates that 
the crop for the year ending August 31 will 
be about 82 per cent. of last year’s lemon 
shipments. The figures place the quantity 
of lemons to move through the exchange in 
the period between May 13 and August 31 
at 2543 cars of 400 boxes each. This is 239 
earloads less than was previously estimated 
on April. The total movement of California 
lemons for the year will be approximately 
5480 carloads, it is believed. 

Tempering their predictions with the re- 
mark that it is still very early to make es- 
timates for next year's crop, the association 
officials say that prospects for a very heavy 
yield were never better than they are this 
summer, and that, unless another extreme- 
ly hot period causes a “drop” after the

ONCE AN OUTCAST. 


Having triumphed, by sheer force of good 
qualities, over a general prejudice, the 
Tepary bean has now come into favor in 
California, and local seedmen report a very 
heavy demand for this variety. Prior to 
1914 it was unknown on the California mar- 
ket. 


Because it is noted for its ability to re- 
sist drouth and hot weather, is a heavy 
ylelder, and an early maturing bean, the 
Tepary has overcome the handicap of its 
rather peculiar flavor. Methods of cooking 
the beans have been developed, which mini- 
mize the strong taste and make them more 
palatable, while the beans themselves have 
been impro by seed-selection. Just as 
the American Dlic has largely overcome 
its prejudice against mutton, so have the 
people taken to Tepary beans, with the re 
sult that they now hold an important place 
in the market quotations, Eastern canners 
have even evinced a preference for this 
variety for a certain trade. 

At this particular season the Tepary 
is of most interest because of the fact that 
it may be planted very late. During a cool 
summer, the beans may be sown as late as 
August, although June and July are pre- 
ferred. By careful management, according

But this is only the beginning of the pa- 
triotic self-sacrifice made by this bright, 
clean young American on behalf of world 
freedom.

Im 1379 a Genoese fieet appeared before 
Venice, cutting off its food supply from 
the mainiand and gajning access to 
Chioggia through the deception of the burn- 
ing bridge. Although they pillaged the 
town, the honor of its womanhood was 
held sacred. Im the absence of Zeno the 
Venetians attempted to negotiate for peace. 
The Genoese commander, Pietro Doria, 
answered with boastful pride: Cer. 


But he underrated the temper of his peti- 
tioners. Since the Huns under Attila had 


driven their ancestors for refuge to these 
isles ™ the sea (452 A. D.,) the Venetians 
had been practically a free people. They 
now had the spirit of free men. . 
Although Zeno was away with the greater 
part of the fleet, none knew where, they 
took up the cry, “The state cannot be lost 


with such a Geet as they had succeeded in 
getting fogether, the Venetians stole out 
and before Doria realized what was hap 
pening they were placing him in the same 
predicament as Cervera in the Spanish- 
American War. Although under a galling 
fire, and a number of them terribly exposed 
in the cold water, they succeeded in bottling 
udp Dorta’s fleet by sinking vessels and 
other obstructions across the entrance to 
the harbor. 
The Venetian engineers also constructed 
fort and mounted it with cuns as formi- 
dable in those days as the one with which 
Germany is now bombarding Paris. The 
largest gun discharged stones weiching 
195 pounds, another was slightly smaller;

It has been claimed that the Mauser bul- 
let has a greater velocity than that of the 
Springfield or American Enfield, but this, as 
1 shall show later, is due to its cigar-shaped 
bullet, whose tail offers less resistance to 
the air, but so affects the bullet that it 
wabbles or turns over near the end of its 
flight. 

Indeed, the ,experts of our ordnance 
bureau at Wad¢h believe that our rifles 
are 50 per cent. more efficient than the 
guns of the Germans.

It- is owned and operated by the United

revolutionary war this was the general depot 
of supplies for all the troops north of Phila- 
delphia.

Ramesses is standing, chiseled, 
according to Egyptian sculpture, in heroic 


size. The wife of Rameses stands properly | 


beside him, but she reached only as high 
as the knee of her royal consort. Though 
in many lands now the wife stands as high 
as her husband's heart, she of Egypt is still 
like Rameses’s wife, no higher than her 
husband's knee. She is a toy, a slave. ut- 


‘eit terly subject to the whims of her husband. 


Good Mohammedans, under their relig- 
lous laws, are allowed to have four wives. 
Yet a man is prohibited from taking more 
than he can support; so among the peasant 
Class one wife is the rule. The Christian 
Copts, who are pure descendants of the old 
race of Egyptians, are monogamists, but 
they seclude and veil their wives as jeal- 
ously as do the followers of Mohammed. 
Divorce Easy There. 


Divorce is widespread among the Mo- 
hammedans. A Mohammedan has only to 
say to his wife who has lost her youth 
or her usefulmess or even her temper: 
“W , I divorce thee: woman, I divorce 
thee; woman, I divorce thee,” and lo, she 
is divorced without judge or jury. 

But here also poverty is a restraint upon 
man’s wandering fancies. If a man in the 
heat of passion says to a woman three 
times, “Woman, I divorce thee,” and then, 
when he has cooled down, is asked by the 
dutifully-departing wife for the household 
foods or the money she brought him as a- 
dower, it often proves embarrassing. Un- 
less he is able to refund her dower, he must 
eat humble ple, and also eat his words, and 
invite his wife to remain. 

One dragoman, Mohammed, could only 
afford one wife. When I met Mrs. 
hammed in her home near Cairo, # im- 
pressed me as being quite the equal of her 
husband, our very resourceful dragoman. 
Yet Mohainmed had the effrontery to say 
of his helpmeet: “I do not like her very 
much. If I had some money I send her 
away and marry me a young wife, more 
good-looking.” Thus the natural man! 

With Mohammed's wife lived her mother- 
inlaw. Mohammedan husbands hold their 
mothers in far higher esteem than they do 
their wives. The wife, high or low, is al- 
ways in subjection te a mother-inlaw. She 
must obey her and yield her priority in all 
household affairs. Mohammed spoke most’ 
respectfully of his mcther. | 

“I tell my mother,” he said, “if my wife 
mot please her what she do, take a stick 
and beat her.” I don't believe they make a 
joke of the mother-in-law in Egypt. 

A Visit toe a Harem. 


The shefk of the Arab tribes that live 
in and near Cairo is a powerful and rich 
man; so he avails himself of the limit of 
the law, and has four wives. My husband 
and I had the good luck to be invited to 
take coffee with him at his home in the 
Arab village near the Pyramids. It was the 
most anique visit¢of my life. Mohammed 
interpreted from the sheik to me: “Sitt 
(lady,) the Sheik say he be pleased you 
meet his favorite wife. She not come here 


where men see her face. He wish you be 


so kind go see his wife where she live with 
her women.” 

Ahmed, the sheik's oldest son, led me 
through marrow, dark halle and across a 
emall inner courtyard. At the end of an- 
other dark hall, he halted and rapped at a 
bolted door. | 

A slave girl opened the door. With a 
‘haughty command to her and a graceful 
bow of adieu to me, A turned back. 
The Arab girl led me into a huge, dark

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Our Matilija Poppy. 


All who grow this wondrous large white 
poppy of golden crown and crushed tissue 
paper petal will agree that it possesses 
charms as attractive as any flower grown. 
Could the writer grow but a single flowering 
shrub in his garden, it would be no un- 
natural product such as a rose or other ex- 
ample of the plant breeder's skill, but a 
natural product of the soil, wild and free, 
untainted, untrained, and uncontaminated 
by the hand of man. No finer flower is 
grown than this poppy, said by William 
Robinson, England's most noted garden au- 
thority, to be “California’s grandest contri- 
bution to horticulture.” Aside from its 
hardy character it asks to be left alone, for 
the more so-called care it receives the less 
will it thrive. It requires no care whatso- 
ever and does best when left alone. For the 
sake of appearances and because it flowers 
best on new stalks the several plants in the 
writer's garden are broken off or cut off at 
top of ground, usually in December. This 
gives a wholly new top growth each year 
that is much more beautiful than if old 
stalks are left to branch out with new side- 
shoots. No fertilizer is given, and no water 
except the flowering period is preceded by 
a rainiess period. All sorts of soil will grow 
the Matilija poppy and nowhere does it 
thrive more than in a brick-like clay. Fach 
year it will"spread farther afield, until its 
extent may make a nuisance if allowed too 
much freedom.

Privets in Bloom. 


When one sees the vigor and sufficiency 
of large privets in bloom he marvels that 
more are not grafted or budded to lilacs, a 
very close relative. it is highly probable 
that many lilacs do not blossom freely for 
the reason they were grown from cuttings 
or from suckers coming up from other 
bushes. ‘The common Persian lilac is as a 
rule quite,a rampant shrub and is used as a 
stock upon which to work weak varieties, 
but doubtless all would prove more vigorous 
if placed on privet roots. Some of the 
privets are of themselves very ornate dur- 
ing the flowering season, but color is con- 
fined to creamy white. 


Japanese Pagoda Tree. 

Sophora Japonica var. Js the 
mame of a weeping dec = tree closely 
allied to the locusts. ‘The weeping variet 


is not, however, so commonly grown as the 
normal type. The latter is an ¢xcellent 
shrub or small cree that wul grow under 
very hard conditions and yet bear each year 
an abundance of attractive bloom and 
foliage. Near the coast the growth is more 
luxuriant than inland, a natural suggestion 
that our summer air is too dry for best re- 
sults.

Frost-proof Roses. 


One would scarcely expect to find among 
modern roses a range of frost resistance 
among the flowers. A score of years ago, 
following a severe frost in the lower levels 
of Los Angeles, the writer applied to a rose 
grower for a bunch of flowers during the 
second week in April. It was on a beautiful 
morning and roses were blooming in abun- 
dance, nearly an acre of beauties showing 
splendidly on the grounds mentioned. And 
it proved quite a shock to hear the grower 
say: “I can give you nothing but Laurettes, 
the frosts have prevented me from picking 
any others for a week.” Very few of the 
varieties now common were then in use but 
there was no lack of color. Marie Van 
Houtte, Duchesse de B t, Paul Neyron, 
Souvenir d'un Ami, Blizd Suavage, Madame 
Lambard, Perle des Jardins were the leading 
enes, but La France was then the finest rose. 


Two Coronillas. 


Coronilla glauca and its variegated form 
have been favorite shrubs for many years 
and among the yellow-flowering bush peas 
are of the best. But of late years there has 
crept in a new species which came to us 
under the old name, C. glauca It is, how- 
ever, far more glaucous or whitish bilue- 
green than the better known species. It 
also is superior in habit and in flower. Ks 
proper name is C. valentina and it is not 
now uncommon in the local market. When 
in bloom it may be told from the older 
species by the presence of two round con- 
nate or joined leaves or bracts at the base 
of the flower head and encircling the stem. 
These fall away as the flowers fade, though 
a few persist for a time. The more common 
species do not have them. The newcomer 
is considered as of greater value

CAMOUFLAGE PIE. 

War, like necessity, is the “mother of 
invention”—not only do we want to save to 
help out the general food supply but most 
of us must save to make both ends meet. 
One housewife found herself recently con- 
fronted with a very bare larder and unex- 
pected guests. The simple family supper 
must be enlarged somehow, but what was 
there to do it with?’ The chief material was 
half a dozen good-sized cold, boiled potatoes. 
These were used, sliced thin, to lime a bak- 
ing dish which had been well buttered. 
Then a layer was made of more sliced pota- 
toes, some cold mush, a little cold boiled 
onion, and baked beans, all left dvers from 
the day before. Over this was sprinkled 
some dry corn bread. This layer was well 
reasoned with salt and pepper and had sev- 
eral dabs of butter added. Then came an- 
other layer of the same, though this in- 
cludéd a few string beans, which were also 


salt, a dash of pepper and bread crumbs to 
make a stiff mixture-—-perhaps one cu;ful.
